W a s h in g t o n , April 2d. 
Senator Jones surprised the Senate 
yesterday by h is speech against infla­ 
tion. 
It evinced great ability, which 
if unselfishly devoted tq the honest 
public interests, would make him a 
reputation more enduring than riches. 
The prospect o f extrem e inflation is 
receding in th e Senate. 
It is now 
doubtful w hether they can carry their 
free banking bill on a final vote. 
Senator Thurman, of the Senate 
Com m ittee 011 Private Land Claims, 
says the com m ittee w ill report ad­ 
versely on the h ill proposing to con­ 
firm to the St. Jam es Catholic Mission 
the title to 640 acres of land covering 
the site of the town of Vancouver, 
W . T. 
In the district investigation this 
morning w itnesses were exam ined to 
show that the taxes assessed against 
the property in the eastern part of the 
city amounted to nearly the real value 
of the property. 
Contractor Strong 
testified that th e m oney paid to Dis­ 
trict Attorney Cook was legitim ate 
counsel fees. Todd, of Boston, testified 
to ow ning property in the eastern part 
of the city which was assessed to the 
value of $17,000, on w hich the taxes, 
including special assessm ents, were 
$ 11,000. 
Rosendale, N ew York, was nearly 
destroyed by fire yesterday. 
A t last 
accounts the fire was still raging. 
The troops w ill be removed from 
Busquehanna depot to-day.

Pacific Coast Dispatches. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , April 2d. 
The Police Commissioners this after­ 
noon investigated the charges made 
by B. F. N apthaly against detective 
J. W . Lees, in connection w ith the 
Sun-Chronicle case, and the seizure of 
the Sun m aterial and im prisonm ent 
of its printers. After a full exam ination 
the Board unanim ously decided that 
Capt. Lees performed only his duty in 
the m atter and the charges 
were 
therefore dism issed. 
The Pacific M ail Company has filed 
a libel against the steam er Colima for 
the services of their ship Arizona in 
tow ing her into thi|| port from Cerros 
Island. 
The bark Sam uel Merritt from New 
Castle for this port has gone into Syd­ 
ney dismasted and partially disabled. 
M iss N eilson started East this morn­ 
ing. 
A Chinawom an jum ped 
into the 
Bay to-day w ith the intention of com­ 
m itting suicide, she was, however, 
prom ptly rescued. 
A u s t i n , April 2d. 
A terrible tragedy occurred on Sun­ 
day last in Sm oky V alley, near A us­ 
tin, Nevada. 
Chris. Eckstine, jealous 
of his wife and a young man named 
Norton, killed her, their two little 
girls, Norton and him self w ith ab ow ie 
knife. 
The bodies of the murdered 
persons were slashed alm ost beyond 
recognition. Norton had a pistol, and 
he and Eckstine lay 011 the bed as they 
died, fiercely grappling each other. 


A Remarkable Incident. 


The M arysville A ppeal of March 28th 
gives this incident: 
In an item published on the 20th 
instant, we stated that during a thun­ 
der-storm w hich occui red about twen­ 
ty m iles north of this city on the 16th 
instant, a large number of wild geese 
were killed. The statem ent of our in­ 
formant was so remarkable that we 
gave it but little credence, and de­ 
clined to publish it at all. 
But the 
follow ing from the Sutter Banner con­ 
firms the remarkable incident: “First, 
a sm all am ount of com m on hail, and 
then followed sufficient snow to whiten 
the ground. 
A s the hail began to fall 
and the lightning flashed, thousands 
of wild geese, w hich were in the ponds 
of shallow water which exist in that 
locality during the w et W inters, sud­ 
denly rose up in a great flutter, as if 
m any hunters had discharged a volley 
am ong them . 
They w ent up and up, 
apparently to riso above the fearful 
cloud. 
It was nearly dark, and those 
who saw them rise thought no more of 
it until m orning, when they began to 
find dead geese, and hear of hundreds 
being picked up by the neighbors. 
Som e seven hundred had been found. 
One man picked up on his farm all 
two horses could haul, for their feath­ 
ers. 
Their heads were badly torn and 
their bills split into fragments. Many 
of them hau the feathers of their backs 
crisped and burned and their bodies 
bursted open. 
The portion of country 
thus affected w as about a m ile and a 
half wide, and reached several m iles 
into Butte county.” 
The vivid ligh t­ 
ning was remarked by a number .of 
people in this city, and all remember 
the heavy rains which fell soon after, 
which occurred on the evening of the 
late city election.

Build Up a Home Shipping. 
The shipping trade of the country 
draining into the Los Angeles Valley 
gives constant employment to some six 
or eight steamers and about fifteen 
sailing vessels. This is a coast trade. 
Not one of these vessels is owned here, 
where they gain their business. The 
vessels are run and the profits reaped 
by men living in ball Francisco and 
the East. Why not own the vessels 
here ? Why not become our own ship­ 
pers ? About 80,000 tons of freight 
pass yearly through the port ot Wil­ 
mington. Judging from the rate of 
increase during the past three years, 
and taking Intocousideration the rapid 
extension of our railroad line, the 
freighting will have a yearly increase 
of from twenty to thirty per oeait. -A 
glance at the map in this paper and an 
examination of facts published in other 
articles, will show the large shipping 
interest that with each succeedii/g 
year must center more and more about 
the harbor of Wilmington. 
Why not own here the ships that 
must be engaged in that business ? 
One great drawback has been the lack 
of surplus capital. 
So many openings have been pre­ 
sented for the profitable investment of 
money that our home capital has been 
diverted to other channels. 
The time for this state of affairs has 
now gone by. We must become inde- 
pendendent of shipping lines owned 
abroad. While we were still compelled 
to ship through an open roadstead 
the old state of affairs was inevitable. 
Even if a vessel or a line of vessels had 
been owned here, the mere fact that it 
must make its headquarters, have its 
docks, do its repairing and have its 
stores at some other point where a se­ 
cure harbor rendered these things pos­ 
sible, this state of affairs made it es­ 
sentially a foreign line. 
Now, however, with the rapid im­ 
provement of the Wilmington harbor, 
the owning and controlling of lines of 
ships and steamers is rendered possi­ 
ble. No roadstead or landing could 
help us; a harbor gives a base of opera­ 
tions that is unassailable. 
A line of vessels making its actual 
headquarters at Wilmington will have 
many advantages over all competitors. 
It will be a home line and will natur­ 
ally be favored by shippers. It can 
secure at a trifling expense wharf and 
dock room, have repairing facilities, 
space where vessels can lie off, storage 
for supplies—advantage and conven­ 
ience which must always involve a 
heavy expense near a large city like 
San Franeisco. A shipping lioe can 
secure these things as yet very cheaply 
at Wilmington. Fjve years hence it 
may take ten times as much to secure 
the same facilities. 
The class of vessels needed for two 
or three years to come will be steamers 
of 500 to 1,200 tons burden, sailing ves­ 
sels from 200 to 1,000 tons. After 
pnbably a very few years the stage of 
coast line trading will be passed and 
the time for shipping directly to for­ 
eign ports will have come. Then with 
the constant improvement of the Wil­ 
mington harbor a heavier class of ves­ 
sels will be needed; then begins the 
era of direct importation and exporta­ 
tion; theu the valley becomes what 
the mountain passes and the natural 
railroad routes, together with shorter 
lines of transportation naturally make 
it, the supplying and shipping center 
of Southern California, Southern Ne­ 
vada and Utah and all of Arizona. 
The new "W harf and Shipping As­ 
sociation ” enterprise at Wilmington 
is a step in the right direction, but 
there is room and business for more. 
We have not enough spare capital in 
the country. With all we can do 
among ourselves, we shall still be able 
to extend a generous welcome to per­ 
sons and capital coming from abroad 
to establish shipping business. Ship 
owners from Maine and the Lake 
States could not have a more favorable 
opening. Come and see! and then go 
back alter your ships !

These lots will l>o sold on the popular 
wide as shown by the present system 
of wells in the county. Mr. Hartley 
from Richland or Orange, thirty-five 
miles southeast of Los Angeles, in­ 
forms us that the wild grapes are ten 
inches high on jthe dry lands, and 
eighteen inches high on the low lands. 
The early sown rye is out in bead, the 
late sown is about one foot high. All 
the grain sown in tllte Fall before the 
rains is heading out and will be ready 
for harvest by the last of May or first 
of June. All will make a good crop 
without any more rain. The farmers 
are planting vines and fruit trees by 
the wagon load. They will plant 
their orange trees in May and June. 
It is from fifty to eighty feet to surface 
water in his neighborhood. They irri­ 
gate their fruit trees only twice a year. 
Dr. Hayward has an orchard of a 
variety of fruit trees planted in the 
Spring of 1873. These he has never 
irrigated. They have made a good 
growth, but not so good as the orchards 
which have been irrigated twice. As 
it was their first year he expects here­ 
after a fine growth, as the trees are 
now deeply rooted in the ground. 
From Richland to Los Angeles the 
crops, acres by the thousand, show two 
great facts: the grain sown before 
January is heading out and is beyond 
all danger; the crops sown late or 
since January are about one foot high. 
From these two facts, which have held 
good every year for the last five years, 
another fact is apparent: that if our 
farmers will sow their grain in Octo­ 
ber, November and December, dry 
ploughing, they will raise a crop every 
year. 


Our Back Countr an Empire. 
Look at the 11 map of our back coun­ 
try,” and observe the geographical and 
topographical features of the country’ 
shown there. 
Yesterday we called attention to the 
natural system of railroads radiating 
from L09 Angeles, especially running 
to the interior. Few persons realize 
the extentcf the resources of the coun­ 
try or understand the effect railroads 
would have in settling it up and de­ 
veloping its mines. 
The progressive men of the Nine­ 
teenth century, and especially Ameri­ 
cans, follow up or shortly precede the 
railroad and telegraph. 
Let it be 
known that there is a country back of 
us aud tributary to us, as is shown by 
our map; let it also be known that 
railroads will shortly be run out 
tbrougii the mining, regions and peo­ 
ple will hasten to occupy the country 
and to develop its mines. Our great­ 
est prosperity depends on this. What 
would Chicago or New York or St. 
Louis be without their railroads radi­ 
ating out and forming a net work over 
the immense region back of them. 
Now bear in mind that there are 
hundreds of cities and sea-port 
towns dividing the business of the 
States east of the Missouri with the 
cities above named, and also remem­ 
ber that there is and can be no rival to 
Los Angeles to divide the commerce 
of its back country, and one can fore­ 
cast the oommerofal importance of 
this place. To reach San Diego on the 
south or Santa Barbara ou the north, 
freight would have to pass through 
Los Angeles and travel a commercial 
distance of nearly 200 miles further. 
A striking proof of the value of rail­ 
roads as pioneers of civilization is af­ 
forded, says the New York Mail, by 
the recent statistics published pertain­ 
ing to the growth of Colorado. Before 
the Kansas Pacifle Railroad was built, 
the Territory was stagnant. In ten 
years, from 1860 to 1870, it made uo 
progress in population. But with the 
completion of that railroad new life 
was infused into every artery. Weulth 
has doubled, population has trebled, 
the Territory exports hides, wool, cat­ 
tle, sheep, goId and silver to the East, 
and Denver has become a ciiy of 25,000 
inhabitants By thih road the immi­ 
gration is said to be 3,000 a month. 
Agriculture, mining and manufactures 
have acquired a new character. But 
to supplement this wo have the use of 
the Denver and Rio Grande Railway, 
which has awakened the old Spanish 
settlements from a sleep of centuries, 
planted wheat farms, built grist mills, 
opened coal mines, built flourishing 
towns and developed a capacity and 
enterprise wfeiUy Uite»pe«fr<L 
The Cerro Gtmlo Water Company 
are pushing their work as faát as pos­ 
sible, as snow on the hill is getting 
quite scarce. Forty men are steadily 
at work on the pipes. 


Local Option Law a Failure. 
Some of the papers are maintaining 
that the Local Option law will be a 
failure, on the ground that the United 
States having sanctioned the sale of 
liquors by taxing and collecting a li­ 
cense, the State therefore has no right 
to prohibit tlie sale, that such a law 
would be unconstitutional. This is 
not the case. The United States license 
does not purport to grant a right. It 
only recognizes an existing branch of 
trade and says it must pay a license. 
Now if a State law comes in and pro­ 
hibits that branch of industry (?) it 
in uo way conflicts with the United 
States license law. Did the United 
States license law attempt to validate 
the right of an individual to sell 
liquors, where a State law prohibited 
the sale, then the United States license 
law would be contrary to the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States, which re­ 
serves to the States the exclusive right 
to control their domestic affairs so long 
as it is done under a republican form 
of government.

Cerro Gordo Railroad Bill. 


For the benefit of our readers we 
print the Los Angeles and Independ­ 
ence Railroad hill. The route is the 
sam e as laid down on our map, only 
the road extends past Cerro (iordo to 
Independence: 
A ssem bly Rill No. 628—Introduced by 
Mr. Parker. 
An act to provide for 
the construction of a railroad from 
Los A ngeles to Independence, and 
to regulate fares and freights thereon. 
The People of the State of California, 
represented in Senate and Assem bly, 
do enact as follows: 
Section 1. The right to lay out, con­ 
struct and run a line of railroad, to 
keep and repair and use the sam e by 
running thereon cars propelled by 
steam , for the convenience and profit­ 
able use thereof, and by such route as 
m ay be deemed most advantageous, 
between Independence* in the county 
of Inyo, by way of H aiw ai and L ittle 
Owen’s Lake to the 35th parallel of 
latitude and from thence by such 
route as they shall select to the city of 
Los A ngeles, is hereby granted to F. 
P. F, Temple, Fgbert Judson, Sherman 
Stevens, E. E. H ew itt, M. W . Bel- 
shaw, J. G. Downey, Isaac Harris, L. 
J. Rose, Victor Beaudry, P. A. Chal- 
fant, James Brady, H . C. Egbert, P. 
Reddy, B. D. W ilson, or their associ­ 
ates and asslgiiR for the tim e of fifty 
years; provided, the construction of 
said road shall he commenced w ithin 
two years from the date of the passage 
of this act, and shall he completed 
w ithin five years thereafter. 
Sec. 2. 
The parties aforesaid and 
their assigns may, in the construction 
of said road, use rails therefor and 
thereon of such material, form and 
dim ensions as in their judgm ent they 
m ay deem proper. 
Sec. 3. 
It shall bo lawful for the 
parties aforesaid, and their assigns, to 
charge and receive any sum not ex ­ 
ceeding eight cents per m ile for each 
passenger, and ten cents per ton per 
m ile of freight transported on said 
road; p rovided , that 
upon freight 
transported on said road for any dis­ 
tance not exceeding 20 m iles, tw enty- 
live per cent, m ay be added to the 
above rates. 
* 
Sec. 4. 
On all articles of a bulky 
nature, such as dry goods, furniture, 
machinery, agricultural im plem ents, 
hardware, leather, liquors, oil, paper, 
wool, brooms, broom corn, carriages, 
manufactured goods in cases, etc., such 
as that two thousand pounds shall 
measure fifty cubic feet and less than 
sixty cubic feet, there m ay be added 
to the rates allowed by section three 
of this act tw enty-five per cent there­ 
of; and on such as that t\vo thousand 
pounds shall measure six ty cubic feet 


and less than seventy cubic feet, (here 
m ay be added to such rates fifty per 
cent thereof; and on all such as that 
two thousand pounds shall measure 
seventy cubic feet and less than eight v 
cubic feet, there m ay be added to such 
rate seventy-five percent thereof; and 
on such as that two thousand pounds 
shall measure eighty cubic feet and 
over, there m ay be added to such rates 
one hundred per cent thereof. 
¡■tec. 5. 
On 
all single 
packages 
w eighing two thousand pounds, and 
less than three thousand pounds, there 
m ay be added to the rates allowed in 
section three of this act, tw enty-five 
per cent thereof; and on all single 
packages w eighing 
three thousand 
pounds and less than four thousand 
pounds there m ay be added to such 
rates fifty per cent thereof; and on all 
single packages w eighing four thous­ 
and pounds and less than five thous­ 
and pounds, there m ay he added to 
such rates seventy-five per cent there­ 
of; and on all single packages w eigh­ 
ing five thousand pounds and upward, 
there may be added to such rates one 
hundred per cent thereof. 
See. 6. 
On 
all 
gunpowder, cam - 
pheue, acids or any explosive m aterial 
of a like nature, also on glass and 
glassware, there may be added to the 
rates provided in fection three of this 
act one hundred 'per cent thereof. 
Sec. 7. 
It shall he the duty of the 
parties aforesaid, and their assigns af­ 
ter the com pletion of the road, on the 
first Monday of February of each year, 
to make and file with the State Board 
of Exam iners, a statem ent in w riting 
under oath of all m oneys ícc-eived dur­ 
ing the fiscal year ending December 
31st of each year, from the earnings of 
said road, the rates and fares charged, 
the running, repairing, and construc­ 
tion expenses, w ith insurance and tax 
expenses, the am ount (if any) of e x ­ 
isting indebtedness, and if dividends 
have been declared, the amount there­ 
of, and the amount of cash on hand. 
Sec. 8. 
If it shall uppoar from sucli 
statem ent that the com pany is free 
from debt, and that the net revenue 
of the road arising from its earnings 
during the year lias exceeded tw elve 
per cent per annum upon the m oney 
invested in the construction, running, 
im provement, repairing, and other ex ­ 
penses of the same, that then it shall 
be the duty of, and the said Board of 
Exam iners shall have the power to 
adjust, fix and reduce the freights upon 
the road and the rates anti fares for 
passengers to such rates and fares as 
w ill realize to said parties, or their as- 
eigns, a net revenue from the road 
upon the capital 
invested, repairs 
made and necessary to be made and 
running and other expenses, a sum 
equal to, but not to exceed tw elve per 
cent per annum. 
Sec. 9. 
N o discrim ination shall be 
made between persons, parties, or lo­ 
calities, as to fares and freights, or the 
transportation of goods; and no free 
passes shall be issued or given to any 
person or party to travel tne road, e x ­ 
cept only to those who are actually 
engaged in the business of the road. 
Sec. 10. 
That said parties, their a s­ 
sociates and assigns, in the conduct 
and management of said 
railroad, 
shall have all the powers, and he sub­ 
ject to all the liabilities, and conform 
to all the requirements contained in 
Chapters II. and H I. of T itle III., of 
the Civil Code of California, relating 
to railroad corporations, so far as the 
same are consistent w ith the provis­ 
ions of this Art. 
Sec. 11. 
This Act shall take effect 
and be in force from and after its pas­ 
sage; provided, that, unless the gran­ 
tees under this act shall within tw elve 
months from the passage hereof com ­ 
mence work upon said road and e x ­ 
pend thereon at least the sum of $20,­ 
000, the franchise and right herein 
granted shall be forfeited.

and did not succeed. 
8he says : 
“ One young lady who had been 
teaching for several years, and whose 
health had failed, undertook the care 
of her father’s bees, twelve colonies in 
number, that had never been profitably 
managed. 
Under her care the first 
year they increased to thirty colonies, 
and the third year after she took them 
in charge, she sold §1,200 worth of 
honey, and liad in the Fall fifty-four 
strong colonies in good hives. 
Hho 
says : 
‘ The tim e I devoted to them I 
did not m iss, and the pleasure afforded 
by the work was so great that I would 
enjoy it even if no profit were derived.’ 
A widow of scanty means invested $50 
in ten poor colonies, and about as much 
more for ten good hives for her bees. 
She got her money back the first sea­ 
son and $36 over. The second year she 
received $900 for honey sold, and had 
thirty strong colonies in the F all. The 
largest apiary in all the W est is m an­ 
aged entirely by women, who rear for 
market Italian queens at a large profit 
besides producing honey in a w hole­ 
sale manner. 
Miss K ate Grimm, of 
Jefferson, W is., managed one o f her 
father’s apiaries of 180 colonies, which 
she soon doubled in number, and sold 
$2,033 worth of honey one year and 
$1,694 worth the next, 
¡^he is a school­ 
teacher, and says from her experience 
a person can earn twice as m uch by 
keeping bees as by teaching sc h o o l!” 


The average weekly shipm ent of ore 
by rail to the various m ills in the vi­ 
cinity ot Gold H ill amounts to about 
14,000,000 pounds.

The Zanjero’s report was then read, 
giving statements as follows:

Also statement of moneys received 
of the Treasurer at sundry times 
amounting to $500, with disburse­ 
ments for repairs on zanjas $495 08, 
leaving a balance in hands of Zanjero 
of $4 92. The report also stated that 
other zanjas need repairing and reno­ 
vating, which will require an outlay 
of $240. 
On motion the report was received 
and filed.

Mr. Beaudry moved that the report 
be received and placed On file and that 
the recommendations be carried out as 
soon as the new City Charter is re­ 
ceived. 
A deed from Dr. Griffin was then 
presented for the fifty acres of land 
purchased by the city for the purpose 
of donation to the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Co. 
On motion the City Clerk was 
authorized to place the deed on file in 
the office of the County Clerk together 
with a map of the property. 
Mr. Workman was then called to the 
Chair. 
The Clerk called the attention of the 
Council to the fact that the city con­ 
tracts for printing expire on the 30th 
of this month, and recommended that 
steps be taken for making further con­ 
tracts.

The President then read 
a letter from the office of Land Com­ 
missioner at W ashington in relation 
to plan of survey of lands belonging to 
the city. 
Mr. Beaudry read a telegram from 
the authorities of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad requesting that the Council 
act this afternoon upon the proposed 
gift of land to the company for loca­ 
tion of workshops.

On motion the Mayor was instructed 
to deed to the Southern Pacific road 
the fifty acres of land in question, with 
proviso that it revert to the city if not 
used for workshop purposes. 
Additional bills were (hen presented 
as follows: Mr. Coleman, carting, $48;

Scientific Haying. 


The New York I'ribitne; treats the 
cutting aad curing of hay thus con­ 
cisely: “ ft is not by its bulk alone 
that the value of the hay crop to the 
community should be measured, but 
by its nutritive quality, the quantity 
of wool, butter, milk, meat, etc., into 
which it can hp metamorphosed, and 
in addition the amount or fabor that 
can be got out of that portion fed to 
working animals. Of the 28,000,000 
tons of hay raised in 1870 in the United 
States, unquestionably a large propor­ 
tion was very deficient in feeding value 
compared with what it might have 
been. Many farmers, adhering to the 
old'fashion, still cut their hay when it 
is dead ripe, spend four or five days in 
making it, and during that interval 
turn it over and over until the scorch­ 
ing sun has reduced it very much to 
the condition of straw 
It is quite safe 
to say that this portion of the crop, 
probably one-third of the Whole if not 
two-thirds, is thus reduced in value for 
feeding probably fifty per cent. 
If the entire hay crop of the country 
were cut when iu flower instead of 
when dead ripe, the feeding value of 
the mass would undoubtedly be in­ 
creased one-fourth. That is, the money 
value would be raised at least $3 per 
ton, equivalent to over $80,000,000 per 
year on the whole crop. This is a se­ 
rious item for consideration at this 
time when farmers feeling acutely the 
lightness of their purses are endeaving 
by every means to fill the vacuum. 
In addition to cutting the method of 
curing has a serious influence on the 
quality of the product. AVlieh it is ex­ 
posed to the sun’s heat for a length­ 
e n e d period much soluble and digesti­ 
ble matter is changed to indigestible 
fibre and its value for teed is lessened 
proportionately. The English method 
of hay-making may well be contrasted 
with ours, as well as its effect on the 
market value of the hay. A few years 
ago hay bore such a price in the Eng­ 
lish market that a cargo from Ameri­ 
can meadows was exported thither as 
a speculation* The veptoTe was far 
from satisfactory tbr the reason that 
English feeders would oAly purebabe 
our hay at agreatljslessprice than was 
current for ours in the market. Their 
hay is cured o^ an entirely different 
principle from oprs, which was found 
to be a very poor substitute for theirs. 
We cure by exposure to the sun—they 
cure in the shade or in the cock. Our 
method is destructive to the good 
quality of the hay—theirs add to its 
nutritive value. 
When hay is cut and 
exposed to the sun and wind for six 
hours all the moisture excepting a pftit 
of the sap is evaporated. It is then 
ready to be gathered into heaps or 
cocks iu which it will commence to 
ferment and heat in twelve hours or 
less. During this fermentation a por­ 
tion of the substance which would 
have been changed to woody fibre had 
it been exposed to the sun, is changed 
to starch andflugar; the flavor of hay is. 
much more improved, and not only is 
it more nutritious, but is made more 
palatable to stock by the process. The 
excess of moisture is also carried off by 
the heat, andifterstaixiingin the cock 
twenty-four, hpurs it may be safely 
staked away in the mow. Besides, in 
this condition it is perfectly safe from 
changes of the weather, and may re­ 
main in the field a week without any 
damage in case of rain; especially if 
hay-caps are used. The cutting may 
then go on until the hay is all down 
and cooked, when it may be hanled 
without intermission.”
